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VACCINATION LAW 
TO BE ENFORCED

issue tem porary certificates in refer­ 


ence to vaccination or no n-v acc in at ion. 
When a child has been twice unsuc­ 
cessfully vaccinated within a period of 
three months, he m ay be admitted to 
school afte r bein# vaccinated, free of 
c h a r g e ,‘ by or in the presence o f the 
medical director, his authorized de­ 
puty 
or borough health officer. 
At 
this time the tem porary certificate will 
be issued. 
The certificate will admit 
the child to school for one year only. 
In the case of alleged physical un­ 
fitness 
for vaccination, 
the county 
medical director or his deputy m ust be 
called to examine the child. 
If vacci­ 
nation is deemed inadvisable a tem ­ 
porary certificate will be issued. 
The law’ also requires the teacher to 
keep a permanent rectid o f vaccina­ 
tion certificates. 
New pupils 
must 
have their certificates registered be­ 
fore they are returned to them . 
More rigid than ever before will be 
the checking up on vaccination certifi­ 
cates this year, according to the in­ 
structions 
sent out 
to the directors. 
These 
instructions 
called 
attention 
especially to medical directors to the 
fact th at if certificates o f successful 
vaccination are presented by children 
not having a typical scar the inspector 
will take up such certificates and mail 
to the departm ent 
with full particu­ 
la rs. 
The inspector will be instructed 
that in the case o f no sc a r he can ac­ 
cept only the tem porary certificates is­ 
sued by the 
medical director or 
his 
deputy. 
These certificates m ust 
be 
kept on file in the school room .
